There are 
about 8,000 unarmed Communist troone at Pai Sha Yu ({/ i> 43), on the 
border of Tlaishan and K'aip'dag heisns. Moat of the troops originally 
stationed along the Tlaishan coast were moved sonthward to Kuanghai (112-48, 


21-58) and Hadyen (112-38, 21-53), and were replaced by /+,000 new arrpivala. 


6. Ho Pao Yaland (122-10, 22-53) was eccupied in early April by abont 50 Comm- 
nist troops. There are more than 200 Communist troops on Kao Lan (113-15, 
21-55), and an artillery unit was sent to reinforce San Tsao (113-22, 22-03). 


7-  Commanist authorities commandesred over 200 fishing bonts and over 10 launches 
at Shiheht (113-22, 22-30) and Chiangmen (113-06, 22-34). A large number of 
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fishing boats were also commandeered at Bocca Tigris (113=38, 22-48) and 
TMainting. Most of the timber available in Chiangmen, a major port for 
the export of timber via the West River, was commandesred.
